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TAKE CARE OF YOUR BRUSHES 

A good paint and varnish job requires a good brush, which should 
always be kept clean and in perfect condition. 

Good tools are always most economical in the long run, and James 
Davis brushes, if properly taken care of, will last a long time. 

We must always remember that good brushes not only perform 
good painting work, but also save considerable time in the performance 
of any painting job, thereby greatly reducing labor costs. 

There are a few simple instructions which should always be fol- 
lowed to keep your brushes in first-class condition. 

Paint brushes should be wiped on an old board until no more will 
come out of the brush. Then thoroughly wash the brush in kerosene 
or benzine. Wipe the brush dry and beat it across the edge of a board 
so that the board strikes the bristle just below the ferrule. Repeat this 
operation three or four times until brush is clean. Then wrap carefully 
in paper and set flat on the shelf. 

Calsomine brushes should be washed with water only. They should 
not be stored in a dry place, because the wood will shrink and all the 
bristles will come out. After calsomine brushes have been stored away, 
they should always be soaked in water before being used again to swell 
up the wood and hold the bristles. 

Stipple brushes should be washed in the same way as paint brushes. 
It is advisable at times to w;ash out the stipple brush during the day to 
prevent skins forming on the end of the bristles and marring the work 
or breaking the bristles.
